Tickets on Zep to Europe 


Sought by Five Americans 


[Chicago Tribune Press Service]. 

New York, Oct. 12.—Karl Arnstein, 
who is to take charge of the technical 
inspection of the German airship Graf 
Zeppelin when it arrives at Lakehurst 
on Sunday, arrived in New York this 
morning from Akron, 0. He was met 
by Hugh Allen, American representa- 
tive for Dr. Hugo Eckener, command- 
er of the Graf Zeppelin. 

Dr. Arnstein, who is vice president 
of the Goodyear Zeppelin corporation 
of Akron, refused to admit any doubt 
of the Graf Zeppelin’s safe arrival at 
Lakehurst. 

“The ship is safer than a railroad,” 
he asserted. ‘“‘ I made an inspection of 
it several weeks before it left Fried- 
richshafen and am convinced that ulti- 
mately the Zeppelin will become the 
chief mode of travel.”’ 

Why World Trip Was Abandoned. 

Dr. Arnstein revealed that the 
maiden voyage of the air liner had at 
first been projected as a flight around 
the world. The difficulty, however, 
was that sufficient fuel could not have 
been carried for such a long journey, 
since the Zeppelin uses “blau gas,” 
sometimes miscalled “blue gas,” a 
vaporized gasoline. 

To construct a plant to’ make this 
gas would cost $100,000, and several 
of them would be needed for a round 
the world flight, Dr. Arnstein declared. 
For this reason Dr. Eckener decided 
to forego his globe girdling plans until 
a Zeppelin could be constructed which 
would use natural gas as a fuel. 

Seek Passage to Europe. 

Mr. Allen asserted some applica- 
tions already had been made for pas- 
sage on the Graf Zeppelin when it re- 
turns to Germany. The fare will be 
$3,000 for each passenger, he said.

battles of Diamond Butte, Black Mesa, 
and Sunset Pass; of the pursuit of } 
the wily Aguinaldo in the Philippines; 
and of weary days of training when 
the youth of America prepared to 
cross the sub-infested Atlantic in a 
vast flood to stem the German advance 
at Chateau Thierry and Belleau Wodd. 
Through it all sat Gen. King, ad- 
mitting his 84 years, but in appear- 
ance every bit the alert, erect, active 
military man that marched unflinching- 
ly against the “rebs” and Indians. 

Gen. King was born in Albany, N. 
Y., the son of Gen. Rufus King, one 
of the organizers of the Iron Brigade 
of the Army of the Potomac. At the 
age of 16 he went to Washington and 
became a mounted orderly in the 
Wisconsin volunteers. His work at- 
tracting the attention of President 
Lincoln, he was sent to West Point. 
He was kept for a time at West Point 
to teach. Then came the Indian cam- 
paigns, during which a bullet shat- 
tered his arm. 


Also Won Fame as Author, 


Next was the campaign in the Phil- 
ippines, and later came terms as in- 
structor of military science and tac- 
tics at the University of Wisconsin 
and at-St. John’s Military academy 
and connections with the Wisconsin 
National Guard.

Lake Superior is three feet higher than {it was 
two years ago at this season and in consequence 
mueh damage has been done to property along 
the shore, particularly at Duluth. The situation 
hag become so menacing that for more than a 
month twelve of the sixteen gates in the interna- 
tional compensation dam at the Sault have been 
opened, discharging 60,000 cQbic feet of the pent- 
up waters each second. Even that discharge was 
found insufficient and now the remaining four 
gates have also been opened, . 

The rise of\Lake Superior and the method being 
employed to bring about its recessioh have a direct 
bearing upon the lake level controversy which 
has raged about Chicago's drainage canal. Here 
is evidence, if any is needed, to support Chicago's 
contention that the way to contro] the level of 
the lakes is by means of dams or weirs inthe 
straits. The dam at the outlet of Lake Superior 
artificially controls the discharge of its waters. 
The dam can be used to maintain the lake at any 
level desired. Similar works could be constructed 
at no great cost in the Detroit river, assuring 
control of the depth of pater in Lake Huron, 
Georgian bay, and Lake Michigan, which for this 
purpose constitute a geographical entity. The 
same technique might be applied above Niagara 
falls for maintaining desired levels in Lake Erie. 

The penning up of the waters of ake Superior 
has, of course, had a considerable effect upon the 
levels of the lakes below it. If the water had not 
been artificially prevented from flowing into Lake 
Huron, Lake Huron, and with it Lake Michigan, 
would have been correspondingly higher.

Chicago, Oct. 11—An article appears 
in qgour column today headed “A New 
Examination for Teachers,” and signed 
“One of 1,700 Substitutes,” which has 
created a wrong asion in the minds 
of many. The r of the article ap- 
parently thought that an examination 
for elementary certificates was to be 
offered Oct. 12 and 13; guch was not 


| was for art and electric shops in the 
senior and junior high schools only, 
the reason for holding the examination 
being that it has been very difficult to 
secure properly trained teachers for 
these positions. The examination was 
advertised in all the public schools and, 
even so, only fifteen candidates pre- 
sented themselves in art and only five in 
electric shop. 

I cannot say what the writer had in 
mind eoncerning the county. This ex- 
amination was not offered- for county 
students. It was not advertised in the 
county and no candidate from the coun- 
ty applied for admiission to the exam- 
ination. 

The writer is also under the impres- 
sion that there are between 1,700 and 
2,000 graduates of the Chicago Normal 
college waiting for positions. This im- 
pression is incorrect; the records show 
that there are about 850 of these grad- 
uates who are not receiving regular em- 
ployment at the present time. This num- 
her is being gradually reduced. Since 
these 859 must do all the substituting 
in the elementary schools during the 
coming winter, and since om some days 
dpring the winter months as many as 
1,000 substitutes are needed, it is eyi- 
dent ‘that there is not a over- 
supply of teachers if the is 
to be properly taken care of. . 

It is, of course, unfortunate that many 
graduates of the Chicago Normal col- 
lege have been obliged to wait for two 
years before being assigned, but it has 
never been possible to regulate the num- 
ber of graduates from Normal so that 
it will coincide with the number of 
teachers required from year to year, 
At times there has been an oversupply 
and at times a serious shortage; this is 
a time of oversupply, but in two or 
three years we may have a shortage.

Justice Denies Plea of 


Immunity. 


. [Chicag: Tribune Press Service.] 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 12.—[Spe- 
cial.]—Senator James Couzens [Rep., 
Mich.], as a result of a ruling today 
by Justice Wendell P. Stafford in the 
District Supreme court, must answer 
the $500,000 damage suit brought 
against him by Howe P. Cochran, local 
income tax expert, who charged that 
the senator slandered him in a senate 
speech last April. 

In refusing to quash service of the 
summons, Justice Stafford overruled 
both the senator’s plea that, under the 
constitution, he was immune from 
service of a summons while en route 
to or from a session of congress, and 
his contention that as a member of 
congress he cannot be held liable for 
remarks made on the floor of the 
senate. 

In his ruling, the justice held that 
the constitutional ‘guaranty against 
arrest meant physical arrest and not 
service of a summons in a civil suit. 

Can Answer in the Suit. 

The plea that his remarks on the 
senate floor are privileged could not 
be advanced by the senator in sup- 
port of a motion to quash service of 
a summons, according to Justice Staf- 
ford who asserted that such a plea 
must be incorporated in an answer to 
the suit and raised in defense before 
the jury. 

The justice declined to notice a copy 
of the Congressional Record contain- 
ing the remarks on which Cochran 


bases his suit and declared the record 


was evidence which should be pre- 


sented to the jury during the trial 


Claims Made by Cochran. 
Cochran, in the suit, claims that the 
senator publicly accused him of un- 


ethical conduct and of soliciting em- 
ployment as a tax consultant when the 


senator was engaged in a controversy 
with the treasury department over a 
definciency tax assessment levied 
against his Ford Motor company stock 
holdings. 

Today's ruling by Justice Stafford 
established a precedent as will the 
result of the trial itself, according to 
William Tyler Page, clerk of the house 
of representatives, and a recognized 
authority, who declared the Couzens 
case is probably the first instance of a 
member of congress compelled’ to 
stand trial on charges growing out of 
statements made on the floor of either 
house during debate.

Somebody has said about the Anglo- 
French naval] pact that the cat is out 
of the bag. Believe me, at the bottom 
of that bag is a serpent coiling, which 
will strangle the peace of Europe un- 
less we strangle it.” 

Liberals Will Go It Alone. 


Mr. Lloyd George said the Liberals 
would not again repeat the disastrous 
experiment of 1924, when the party 
under the leadership of Lord Asquith 
was committed to keeping in power 
the Labor government. 

“Tf a Liberal majority as, such can- 
not be attained in the next parliament,
